Lloyd Tyrell-Kenyon (1917-93), 5th Baron Kenyon, museum administrator and book collector (on whom 
see the Oxford Dictionary of National Biography); the back flyleaf inscribed in pencil "Kenyon / 28 Nov 1980 / B[ough]t by 
Q[uaritch] in Paris ["Paris" crossed through, "Monte Carlo" added in pencil lower down] at dispersal / of pt Library of A. L. 
McL."; sold at Christie's, London, 6 December 1989 lot 16; bought by Sam Fogg Rare Books Ltd. Belonged to Dr. Erwin
